SUBJECT: CIA-Sponsored Program for the Federal Women’s 
Program Interagency Subcommittee on Women In 
Science and Engineering (WISE) 


1. The CIA Federal Women's Program (FWP) will sponsor an 
evening program in March-April 1982 for the Interagency Subcommittee 
on Women in Science and Engineering (WISE). This program will serve 
to introduce the WISE participants to the mission and functions of 
the Central Intelligence Agency; to elaborate on the role women play 
and can play in this Agency; and to serve as a recruiting mechanism 
for our Agency. Through participation in WISE, the CIA received ap- 
proximately 40 resumes and applications for employment from highly 
.qualified WISE members in FY 1981. This type of recruitment effort 
has been and can be very profitable for each directorate of our 
Agency. It will also further the three-fold goals of the WISE sub- 
committee of increasing the number of women in science and engineer- 
ing through recruitment and community outreach; expanding career op- 
portunitites and providing skills update for women scientists and 
engineers; and enhancing the advancement of women scientists and — 
engineers in the federal service. 


2. To date, two federal agencies, NSA and NASA, have sponsored 
evening programs designed to introduce women scientists and engineers 
to those agencies. Their programs are attached as Tabs A and B. 


3. The CIA program is in the planning stage. Under the auspices 
of the Deputy Director for Science and Technology, the DDS&T Federal 
Women's Program Officer and the CIA WISE representative are planning 
and coordinating the suggestions and proposals for our CIA program. 

The CIA FWP would like to provide a multi-faceted program which would 
briefly introduce the WISE participants to the numerous and different 
disciplines of the Agency. In short, this program would show a min- 
ijaturized Agency. The type of program under consideration may include: 
a dinner to be held at a nearby restaurant; a brief welcome address 

by a high-ranking Agency official such as Admiral Inman or a deputy 
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director; and tours, briefings, exhibits, or demonstrations of 
specific areas of the Agency. ‘he latter part of the program 
would take place in Headquarters and would be restricted to 
specific locations. Some of the suggested possibilities are 
visits of various laboratories, the computer center, the commun- 
ications center, the map library, the watch office, and a variety 
of displays. These displays could include the use of overhead 
imagery as used in the Cuban Missile Crisis, the Guatemalan Earth- 
quake, and/or the Italian Earthquake. 


4. Your support, encouragement, and ideas are necessary and 
very important to make this evening event successful and meaningful.
